Body of Troops is drawing together here, 
«and is already compos’d of 7 Regiments 
of Spanith Foot, 2 of French, and 7 
Regiments of Horfe of both Nations. 
They wait for others, which are on the 
march, in order afterwards to enter the Kingdom 
of Valenciaon this fide. The Marthal Duke of Ber- 
wick arriv’d here Yetterday ; to make the neceffary 
Difpofitions. Above 200 Men of the King’s Troops 
were kill’d ot wounded at the taking of Onhuela, 
as alfo 12 Officers of the Regiment of Grenada ; 
almoft all at the Attack of the 2 Convents of Aa- 
uftines and Capuchines, where was the greareft 
ire. A great Number of Enemies and Rebels 
were kill’d. The Place was plunder’d 24 Hours, 
and the Soldiers got above 300000 Crowns: In the 
Town were found Magazines of Corn and 
Meal, ftore of Ammunition, and 16 Pieces of Can- 
non. The Bithop of Murcia bas caus’d all the In- 
habitants so be difarm’d, and made them to deliver 
up the original Charters of their Priviledges, as being 
confifcated by their Rebellion. He has oblig'd other 
neighbouring Places that liad like Privileges to deli- 
ver up their Charters likewife. Since which, he is 
gone with a good Body of regular Troops and Mi- 
litia towards Cartagena, with M. Mahoni Major 
General, whofe Affiftance he had defir'd of the King, 
as having great Confidence in him. His Majefty has 
given tim a Title of Caftile in confideration of the 
vigorous Defence he made inAlicant, . 
Madrid, O&. 26. The 20th Inftant the King fer 


out from hence with a {mall Retinue for Segovia, 
- whete he arriv’d the next Day, as did alfo the 


Queen who left Burgos the 14th. The 23d their 
Majefties came from Segovia to Efpimar, and the 
24th to the Efcurial. The fame Day M. d’ Auben- 
ton Lieutenant Collonel, pafs’d through this City 
to go to the King, being fenc from Arragon by the 
Chevalier de Pons Brigadier, with the News of the 
taking of Nuevalos within 2 Leagues of Calatayud: 
In which Piace were taken 80 Foot, 2 intire Troopr 
of Horfe, a Lieutenant of the Regiment of Morras 
with 25 Horfe of his Regiment, Officers, and 
a Deputy that commanded in the Place. They 
write from Zamora, that Don Gonfalo Zegri y Sa- 
lazar who commands on the Frontier, having Intelli- 
gence the Enemy were drawing ogether fome 
Troops at Jofannes between the Duero and the 
Minho, fent 100 Horfe of the Regiment of Santji- 
ago, who arriv’d before Jofannes the 11th Inftant 
at Night,~ made themfelves Mafters of it notwith- 
ftanding the Refiftance of the Enemy, and plander'd 
and burnt it. The Duke de Medina Celi, the Mar- 
quis de Priego, the Durchef$’d’Aveiro, and the 
Duke de Arcos her Son, afe return'd to this City. 
The Marquis de Moya fecond Son of the Duke dt 
Efcalona, arriv’d to Day from the Duke of Ber- 
wick’s Army, with the News of the taking of El- 
che a confiderable Place in the Kingdom of -Valen- 
cia. There were in it about, 3000 Men, 1000 of 
which were Englifh, Dutch, or Nespolitans, and 
the reft were Valencians, Catalonians, or Militia. 
The’ Town of Elche is tax’d’ at 20000 Piftoles.

_ When we confider our well known imparzia 
Neutrality, and tie Obligation of owr common Alli- 
ances, the firft moves us to think only of a yood 
Peace, which we wait and with for with ali our 
-Heart ; the other excites us not to fatisfy our felves 
with that fincere With, but as tar as in vs lies to 
‘contribute to fo good an End. God having often 
been pleas'd to make ufe of weak Inftruments to thew 
his Power in Affairs even of greater Confequence, 
and your Majefty having : given ws from time to 
time Marks. of your Affection, we are thereby en- 
,courag’d to hope your Majefty wiil noi look upon 
our pacifick Exhortations as a rath Proceeding, nor 
je& them, but will rather hearken ro our 
humble Requeft, and grant this great Favour to 
jt which fighs for it and groans under the 
rthen of one,of the moft dreadful Wars it ever 
underwent, and this wethe rather hope for, becaufe 
shere is ground to believe that fo many wife and 
prudent Potentates, Princes, Republicks, and States, 
will readily agree to it. And becaufe we believe 
the Helvetick, Body isthe only State in Europe that 
ay. che Grace of God enjoys Peace and an exact 
eutrality, and is exempt from all Troubles of 
War that lay wafte the reft of Europe, and where 
all the Parties concern’d may with all Freedom 
and Safety treat of this important Affair ; we do 
therefore, ie incited by a chriftian and pacifick 
Zeal, moft. .humbly befeech your Majefty to accept 
our Mediation of Peace. !

Saturday in the Evening the Comte de Mi- 
randa, a Grandee of Spain, came to this City, ha- 
ving made his Efcape from Madrid, and pafs'd thro 
the Country in Difguife, and’ moft-pate: of the Way 
on Foot $ He fays 14 Grandes’ have withdrawn 
themfelves from King Philip, and declares that the 
Loyalty ahd Difpofition of the Spaniards to Kin 
Charies the 3d is fo great, that it will readily dif- 
cover it felf by a general Kevolution in that King- 
dom, fo foon as there appears a fufficient' Power and 
Strength to proréect them. The King ‘of Portugal 
has fent a very kind Invitation to my Lord Rivers 
and Sir Cloudfly Shovel, and has allotted 6 of the 
beft Houfes in Lisbon for the reception of the Ge- 
neral Officers. Since we came froin Torbay our 
Lofs in Men and Hortfes has been very inconfiderable, 
fo that our Troops are found to be in a ‘far better 
Condition than could be exeected, after fo much 
bad Weather and fo longa Pafflage. 
Lisbon, O&. 30. O. S. Aftér 24 Days’ in our Paf- 
{age we arriv'd here, we met on the 9th with a very 
violent Storm 50 Leagues off the Land’s-end, the 
Wind South Weft, by which thé Fleet which con- 
fifted of about 150 Sail was fo muth difpérs'd, that 
we had the next Day few more than ‘one Third lefe 
with the Flag ; the Barfleur {prung a Leak, as dit 
the Admiral’s Ship, and both were’ im great danger 
of being loft ; but by good Providence we want 
now but one Dutch Ship; but all have fuffer'd 
much, and we have loft many Horfes. The Win- 
chefter was difpatch’d this Evening ‘to Alicant, to 
carry Lieutenant Collonel Worfley, who is fent with 
Lexters to King Charles.
